“Usually against friendship" — Indian writer 


{IS is essentially an age of propa- 
ganda und the most potent psyeho- 
logical weapon that the world has ever seen 
is the Cinema.”

It justifies the anticipation of Peace News 
last week that Misenhower’s only plan to 
end the war in Korea involved a unified 
command which would link Indo-China and 
Malaya up with the battlefront in’ Korea, 

Tne implications are serious. It means 
that there is no chance of the new adminis- 
tration recognising the Peking’ Government 
and that pressure will inevitably be put on 
Britain to admit that its policy of de facto 
revornition his not achieved its object and 
to withdraw the recognition it has so far 
given to Mao Pse-tung. 

Itints of this were not lacking during’ 
Mr. Churehill’s visit to New York. 

Such plans would amount to the redraw- 
ing of the battlefront so far as UN inter: 
vention in Korea is concerned, 

America and Britain must remember that 
action in Malaya and Indo-China has not 
been taken in the name of UN, and the 
Security Couneil would have to be consulted 
before there could be any joint command. 

Is it Kisenhower's plan to stampede UN 
into action which America desires ? 

There will be a ditference on this oc- 
cnsion: it is unlikely that the Russian dele- 
gate would be absent from the Security 
Council this time as happened at the out- 
hreak of the war in Korea. 

This ia more than the tangled web men 
weave when first they practise to deceive, 
ft shows that nat only ig it easier to begin 
n war than to end one, but that it is easier 
to extend a war than to eal it off, 

The world is not only faced with the 
prospect of a policy which will remove the 
last chanee of a settlement by negotiation 
in Korea, but also with one which will bring 
a third world war nearer. 

Winston’s greatest service

If these are the reasons why neople 
should come together in a unitied movement, 
however, there Js no need for the British 
Peace Committee ar the Word Peace Cann- 
cil as a unifyine body.

vovermment on which we must pin our hope, 
Kingsley Martin disugreed: he felt 
quite unable (o lend support to any plan 
that looked like being dominated by the 
big barons of Germany, the originators 
of the last war. He had not yet given 
up hope of seempg a disarmed Germany, 
through the creation of which ultimate 
peace might come. 
World Government, he felt would be 
effective only if it meant that nations gave 
Le, 


up their sovereignity, their right to 
miuke war. At present neither America 


nor the USSR had the shghtest intention of 
doing this. 

In these circumstances he would favour 
Western unity only if it meant the creation 
of a third power block, linked to neither the 
East nor the West, 

To the question “Ts peace in Germany 
more tikely through «a united or disunited 
Germany?” Kingsley Martin pointed out 
that, unless Bast and West could agree 
there was no satisfactory answer to the 
problem of Germany. 

What he wanted to see was a guaranteed 
Neutral Germany, with the garrisons of the 
occupying powers well outside her borders. 
Ile had not yet given up hope that this 
might come ahout. 

For if Western Germany is rearmed 
there are two vreat dangers, he said: 

1. Germany might wish to regain her 
ol frontiers and so make war against 
East Germany to obtain them; 

2, Alternatively Russia might offer 
Germany the return of Jands now a part 
of Poland and so win her support, In 
the latter case we should find ourselves 
with the whole of Germany unified and 
armed against us, 

In reply to criticism by other members of 
the Brains Trust who spoke of the dangers 
of a@ vacuum Kinesley Martin said) that 
Stalin feared above all other things anothe; 
world war. He had lost some twenty 
million people in the last war, and had had 
{fo rebuild nearly the whole of Western 
Russia. He might not obiect to war in 
Korea: but he would not visk it in Eurone, 

A neutral Germany, evaranteed hy both 
Bast and West, would mean that neither 
side could iInvede Germonyv without knowing: 
that war would be the immediate result.

All these faets reveal that a deep instinct 
is drivine’ nations and communities every- 
where to develop reasonably balanced agvo- 
industrial eeonomies as the only hope of 
escaping the tensiona that are inherent In 
the economy of the Industrial Revolution 
and of achieving security and peace.
